Mr. Mitchell proceeded at once to

@resses that Gleichen people are al- 
ways pleased to bear for he thas the 
aappy faculty of holding the atten- 
tion of an audience at all times no 
matter what suject he may choose 
to talk upon. 

As Mr .Mitchell said the various 
questions of the present campaign 
had been so much discussed on plat- 
forms and reported in the daily prese 
that even he had tired reading them 
and now passed over the political 
reading.

Mr. Gouge did not refer to himself
